Telling the story of the Lisbon 
Marea, aur, Garton said that she 
wan struck by w torpedo at 7 acm. 
on October Txt, 142, about three 
dayva aut of Hong Kong. 

She did not sink unal TPoasn 
on October 2; in other words, not 
until 28 hours later. In the mean 
lime, the Japanese bad the strickel 
liner under tow and were aCrivin 
to pull her to sume place of safety 

purine this time, taking action 
immediately after the torpedo had 
struck, the Japanese had put all th. 
P.O.W.s aboard into what was vir 
virtunlly another “black hole.’ 
Four hundred were forced into 1 
amall hold, which was battene: 
down. ‘T'nat constituted the group 
which included Mr. Garton (7% 
groups were dealt with similarly 
In other holds. 


SNATCHING FOR BREATH 


“I have never known what pitch 
black meant until then,” Mr. Gar- 
ton wold our representative. “Not 
a chink of light entered anywhere.” 

By the morning of October’ nd, 
the men were snatching for breath 
in the foetid atmosphere and 
seores had cyllapsed. = Desperat 
men then attacked the battens and 
eventually smashed their way 
through. 

The first men out of the hold 
were shot by the Japanese guards, 
but, fortunately, the Lisbon Maru 
was by this time listing heavily 
and when the next bid for freedom 
was launched, it was found tha 
all the Japanese had abandoned 
shin, leaving those on board te 
their fate. 

one went down finally at 11 a.m 
and hundreds of men struggled for 
life in the water, the Japanes 
making no rescue attempts, though 
they oad numerous craft in the 


vicinity. -- 
FIRED ON 


Some of the P.O.W.s made fo 
an islund about five miles away: 
and w good number got through. 

Others, who tried to strugel 
towardy the Jupunese tugs, wer. 
shot. 

Until, that is, about two hours 
after the sinking, when » signa 
must have reached the Japanese 
tugs, ordering them to undertak 
rescue, They began then to pick 
up the men in the water, includth 
Br. Garton, who, © poor swimmer 
had manaced to find a soapbox to 
support him.

“Aa the commander of the 
US, Bighth Army, tt is my pri- 
cidege to extend ta you the 
heartfelt thanks of your 
American allies for the splen 
did apirit of generosity and un- 
selfixhness you have displaycd 
(hin past two weeks, 

“In volinteering to remain 
tn your prison camp to assist 
tn the liberation of your com 
rades, you have provéll agait 
that the strength of the Unitec 
Nationa ia built upon that moat 
solid of foundations — the fel 
lowthip of man. 

“We of the Bighth Army arc 
proud to be your liberators 
We congratulate you upon your 
newly gaincd frecdom and wis! 
for you the best of good luck, 
good health, and shappiness in 
the years to come.

of war for asserted failure to 
control Japanese troops in the 
Philippines ond prevent them 
from: céfnitting a series of brutal 
ntrogitiea against Americans and 
Filipinos. 

o will’ have American’ Tegal 
counsel, when he oes on trial for 
hia _Hfe on October 2! 

Hundreds of rit pinos ‘were 
killed brutally in Manila and some 
other Luzon cities during the 
battle of the Philippines. The 
walled city in Mantla was the 
sceno of large scale Killings and 
manv victims were found in the 
wrecked area with hands tied.
